St. Louis, Nov. 28.—Four men w o ts 
burned to death and about thirty-five 
more Injured In a fire that practically 
destroyed the Lighthouse hotel, at the 
northeast corner of Ninth and M arket 
streets, 
conducted by the Salvation 
Army, early today. 
More than 800 men were asleep in 
the building when the fire was discov­ 
ered, the greater num ber being on the 
second and third floors. 
Before nets 
could be stretched by the firemen a 
panic rsulted. Many jum ped and were 
picked up crushed and unconscious. 
The four dead were burned to a crisp. 
Two died soon after being taken to 
the city hospital and six others at noon 
W ednesday were reported dying. 
Some of the men who escaped from 
th e building were 
terror 
stricken. 
Thinly clad, the frenzied men ran until 
caught and were taken in am bulances 
to places of warmth. 
Many of them 
were taken to No. 6 engine house, near 
by. 
Dozens are sick from the i ffects 
of smoke and gas inhaled. Some men, 
apparently not hurt at all, were cry- 
In gabjectly and unable to tell what 
was the m atter with them. 
About elghty-flve men were crowded 
Into the basem ent, sleeping, when the 
fire was discovered. They were unable 
to get out. as the door was apparently 
locked. 
Their cries attracted the a t­ 
tention of iolicemen and the basem ent 
door was broken in. 
Men poured out 
like rats. 
The firemen called to those in the 
windows of the upper stories not to 
Jump until nets could be stretched, but 
It was of little avail, for as fast as 
th e flames roared nearer to the win­ 
dows the men jumped. 
The fire sw ept through the second 
and third floors. 
It Is a three-story 
structure and old. 
The cause of the fire has not been 
ascertained. 
W atchm an 
O'Connell, 
who was stationed on the third floor, 
discovered the fire. 
H e said he had 
gone to th e clothes closet to get some 
w earing apparel for several men, who 
w re practically w ithout clothing, and 
on opening the closet door a sheet of 
flame belched forth, burning off his 
hair and 
eyebrows. 
The watchman 
was unable to shut the door and the 
whole room was quickly filled with 
flames and smoke. O’Connell gave the 
alarm and hurried around aking up the 
sleeping inm ates. 
The closet had for­ 
m erly been an old elevator shaft, and 
with the door opes a draft resulted 
th at quickly spread the fire throughout 
the building. 
At every window could 
be seen form s of the half-naked men 
calling to the firemen in their terror 
and a few m inutes later jum ping from 
the burning building to the sidewalk. 
Life lines fastened at the windows pro 
vldod m eans of escape for scores of 
lodgers.

Mot- 28 —Senator Tillman 
gave his address Tuesday night pro­ 
tected by forty detectives under com­ 
mand of A ssistant Chler of Police 
Chuttier. 
In anticipation of trouble 
a num ber of policemen were kept In 
nearby stations in reserve, but they 
were not called for. 
Six negro police 
men mingled- with the c-oWd of white 
people and the negroes which blocked 
the street in front of the hall. 
In the audience were many negroes, 
but. 
they 
listened to Senator Till­ 
m an's 
rem arks 
good naturedly, and, 
although he was interrupted mnhy 
tim es by those 
who wished to ask 
questions, the meeting passed off with­ 
out any trouble developing. 
In leading up to his address, “Shall 
the United States Annex C uba?” Mr. 
Tillman criticized Mayor Dunhe’s ae- 
tion in refusing to preside at the m eet­ 
ing. 
“I have been told th at I have 
been snubbed by the mayor of this 
city," said Mr. Tillman. 
“I never saw Mayor Dunne in my 
life. 
I did not ask him to be here to 
introduce me to this audience nor did 
I ask an yone else to do so. 
If any 
one has snubbed me It Is thoke gra­ 
cious ladies who planned this meeting 
to Secure money for the Chicago Union 
hospital who requested Mayor Dunne, 
thd creature of a political party, to 
come forw ard and add his mite." 
"I have been advertised to discus* 
the ‘Annexation of Cnba,' ” announced 
Mr Tillm an, "but In View of the fact 
that f could not discuss th at subject 
without discussing the race question, 
I am going to go at the rtraffffcr ham­ 
mer and tongs straightforw ard TTke a 
man. 
Therefore I shall dhtctrss the 
race problem pure and sim ple from an 
American standpoint, and not from a 
Caban standpoint. 
Owing to my ex­ 
perience 
with the question and the 
diligent study I have made of it, I 
believe I am better qualified than any 
other man in America to discuss this 
question. 
I am going to base my ap­ 
peal on facts, not on theories.” 
W hile 
discussing 
the 
fifteenth 
am endm ent of the constitution, which 
he declared gave the negro every priv­ 
ilege which the white man had, he 
was Interrupted several tim es by one 
of his listeners who kept asking, “How 
about K entucky?’’ 
Finally Mr. Tillman seem ed to lose 
his tem per and exclaimed: 
"Oh, shut 
you m outh; You don't know the A. 
B C cf this thing. 
I forgot forty years 
ago more than you ever knew." 
“You 
make 
up your minds that 
equality beneath the law will furnish 
equal guarantees is right and should 
be enforced, notw ithstanding its re­ 
sult. 
If this law was enforced It 
would result in two states at least be­ 
ing dom inated absolutely by negroes, 
while four other Rtates would be so 
near being goverened by the negro 
th at there 
would 
be practically an 
equal division of offices.” 
A Voice: 
“ How about the law ?” 
Senator Tillm an continued: 
“The 
law? 
To hell with such law ” 
A fter telling in detail how the no 
gro is prevented from casting his bal­ 
lot in the south, Senator Tillm an said: 
"T here is a great deal m ore to this 
question than the little racket here 
in Chicago.’’ 
Voice: “ How about the negro judge? 
Senator Tillm an." 
“Well, I will tell you about the ne­ 
gro Judge and your political mayor in 
putting him on the ticket and bam­ 
boozling 
those poor 
ignorant 
bab 
boons into electing him. and when. 
afterw ards, you fellows who voted the 
ticket w ithout knowing w hat was on 
It. find a way to cheat him out of 
It. 
“No m atter what the people in the 
norm may do or say, the white race 
in the south will never be dominated 
by the negro, and I w ant to tell you 
now th at if some state should ever 
m ake an attem pt to ‘save South Car 
Olina' we will show them in their fa­ 
naticism th at we will make it red be 
fore we make it black. 
“God Almighty made the Caucasian 
of better clay than the Mongolian or 
the African or any other race. 
The 
Ethiopian is a burden carrier. 
He 
has done absolutely nothing for him ­ 
self, nor has he ever achieved any­ 
thing of any great im portance. 
There 
are no great men among the race 
Yet this people have been picked out 
by the fanatics of the north and kept 
up to the quality of citizens and the 
right of suffrage. No doubt th a t many 
of you have listened to th e oratory 
of the greatest colored man of this 
country—Booker W ashington. 
He had 
a white father, however, and his brain 
and his character he got from the 
father.” 
Senator Tillman then told his audi­ 
ence of the attacks on white women 
by negroes in the south, and declared 
th at the people of the north were in 
a great m easure responsible for this 
state of affairs. 
In conclusion Senator Tillman said: 
Now- a general illustration of the in­ 
justice that is sometimes done: 
Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt discharged three com­ 
panies of colored soldiers w ithout a 
courtm artial, and in doing so he pun­ 
ished innocent men for the crim e of a 
few. . In doing this he transcended the 
authority of the law and he ought not 
to have done it.”
